Most of them since the war have 
worked closely with U. S. agen- 
cies in Germany. 

Since the western demo- 
cracics are anxious to sce Ger- 
many become deniocratic, it was 
thought the push in that direc- 
tion would be aided by bringing 
over here the editors who can 
help shape German thinking. 

‘rhe idea started with Ameri- 
can editors who visited Germany 
after the war. The Rockefeller 
Foundation became _ interested 
and Gen. Dwight DG. Eisenhower, 


now president of Columbia uni- 
versity, got @ grant of some 
ti.ousands of dollars to. bring 


the 15 Gernian editors here. 

The Germans, sitting: daily at 
the American Press Inctitute, 
are getting pretty much what 
the Americans have had there: 

They sit around a huge oval 
takle. Men fron various fields 
o. American newspapering-—ed- 
itore, writers, special reporters, 
photo experts, and others—come 
and speak to them. 

They question the speraker>, 
argue back and forth, try to 
see how they can apoly what is 
said to their own problems: At 
night they sit around the Co- 
lumbia’ dormitory exchanging: 
ideas. 

The American editors who at- 
tended the institute have left 
With new ideas and knowledge 
of other neWwspapermen’s: prob- 
lems and how they've been solv- 
ed to turn out better papers. 

The Germans are getting the 
same thing. 

German papers, according to 
reports from Germany and the 


first-hand statements of the 
éditors at the institute, are int 
pretty sorry shapo. 

When an American  news- 


raperman.in Germany found out 
the German editors were com- 
ing here, he wrote to’ the insti-
